Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1957. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District 

Council , 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 

1957. 


The  population  of  the  district  is  now  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  to  be  25,440,  a decrease  of  130. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  continues  to  be  satis- 
factory. The  year  was  noticeable  for  the  number  of  measles 
notifications,  274  as  against  70  the  year  before,  whooping  cough 
notifications  were  50  as  against  56  in  1956.  Scarlet  fever  noti- 
fications were  21,  about  the  same  as  in  1956,  but  this  fever  has 
at  present  lost  its  former  severity.  One  case  of  Paralytic  polio- 
myelitis was  notified. 

There  were  no  other  features  of  note  as  regards  notifiable 
diseases . 

There  were  11  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  six  male  and 
five  female,  as  against  10  in  1956,  eight  male  and  two  female. 

The  Council  has  ceased  its  building  programme  now,  except 
for  a few  cases,  for  the  present. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee for  their  kindly  interest  in,  and  work  for,  the  department 
and  to  the  staff  for  their  help  and  assistance  throughout  the 
year.

The  number  of 
children  who  have  been  immunised  against  Poliomyelitis  in  the 
district  is  (19.6.58)  512,  It  is  expected  many  more  children 
v/ill  be  immunised  in  the  near  future,  as  supplies  of  vaccine 
are  becoming  more  readily  available.  The  type  of  vaccine 
supplied  is  mostly  the  Salk  (American)  vaccine  and  to  a lesser 
extent,  the  English  Vaccine,  but  it  is  hoped  to  replace  the 
American  (Salk)  Vaccine  by  the  English  Vaccine  when  supply  is 
available ,

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  all  the  district  is  from  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company,  from  whom  the  following  inform tion  is  derived. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  pumping  stations  at  Frimley,  Itchel, 
Greywell,  Lasham  and  Beenham's  Heath,  near  Wokingham.  The  Frimley 
water  is  from  springs  in  the  Bagshot  sands,  and  at  Itchel,  Grey- 
well,  Lasham  and  Beenham's  Heath  it  is  pumped  from  deep  wells  in 
the  chalk . 

The  water  from  the  various  chalk  wells  varies  in  hardness  from 
1 6 . 5 to  21  grains/gallon  and  softening  is  carried  out  at  the 
sources  in  order  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  the  statutory  limit  of 
1 2 grains/ gallon. 

The  water  from  all  sources  is  practically  sterile  in  the  raw 
state  before  treatment,  but  is  given  a precautionary  dose  of 
chlorine  during  the  normal  process  of  treatment.  Samples  of  water 
are  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by  the  Company  before  and  after 
treatment. 


Samples  are  also  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 


Wells. 


There  are  about  60  wells  in  actual  use  in  the  district, 
mostly  belonging  to  isolated  properties.  These  wells  are  for 
the  greater  part  shallow  wells  and  the  water  usually  contains 
B.  Goli. 

An  endeavour  is  made  to  get  a mains  water  supply  instead  of 
a well  supply  when  practicable.

The  Crondall  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  in  1957  and  the 
sewerage  works  are  in  operation  and  requests  for  connections  are 
being  received  from  house  owners. 

The  Yateley  Scheme  - Stage  I is  completed;  Stage  II  proceeds 
and  a preliminary  survey  is  being  carried  out  for  Stage  III,  which 
it  is  hoped  will  follow  on  to  complete  this  contract. 

Improvements  were  completed  during  the  year  to  six  existing 
council  houses  at  Long  Sutton.

Blackbushe  Civil  Airport  - Port  Health  Report . 

Doctor  Sharkey,  the  Airport  Medical  Officer,  has  kindly 
submitted  the  following  information. 

Doctor  Sharkey  writes  - 

"I  have  to  report  as  follows 

There  was  no  change  in  procedure  in  carrying  out  Port 
Health  Inspection  at  Blackbushe  during  the  year  1957°  There 
were  no  extraordinary  duties  but  an  increase  in  traffic  re- 
sulted in  an  increase  in  work.  Two  routine  inspections  per 
week  were  carried  out  as  usual. 

Aliens  carrying  Ministry  of  Labour  permits  were  inspected 
on  arrival  with  the  least  possible  delay  and  there  were  no 
occasions  to  refuse  landing  permits  on  medical  grounds.  In 
all  390  aliens  were  inspected  on  Ministry  of  Labour  permits. 

20  Hungarian  refugees  were  inspected. 

92  Chinese  and  Indian  seamen  in  transit  were  inspected. 

One  Indian  seaman  was  sent  to  the  Prospect  Park  Hospital,  Read- 
ing, with  a febrile  condition  which  turned  out  to  be  influenza. 

Form  Port  12  was  completed  in  four  cases  of  aliens  entering 
the  county  for  special  medical  treatment  by  previous  arrange- 
ment. 


3 cases  of  dysenteric  illness  were  admitted  to  local  hos- 
pitals for  treatment  on  arrival  prior  to  proceeding  to  their 
homes. 

Certificates  of  Disinfection  were  granted  to  24  aircraft 
after  supervision  of  the  disinfection  procedure.
